OVER ONE MILLION. 


San Francisco. April 21. — For the 
first time in her history San Francisco 
has had her taste 
of 
martial 
law. 
When darkness fell upon the desolated 
city every inhabitant of houses that 
were left standing groped about the 
homes In darkness. Early In the even­ 
ing survivors of the terrible calamity 
were cooking suppers on fires b”!lt In 
front 
of 
their 
houses. 
The wind 
fanned many fires into blazes, and for 
a time It looked as lf many hew fires 
would be started^ 
But police orders 
were issued that all fires must be put 
•ut, and, with the assistance of sol­ 
diers, th* building of fires In front of 
bouses was summarily suppressed. 
In all homes left standing no lights 
were allowed to be burned. 
In places 
where persons lit their lights contrary 
to orders of police and militia the citi­ 
zens’ committees were formed and 
forced the occupants 
to 
extinguish 
them. The only exception was in cases 
of hospitals. 
Soldiers patrolled 
the 
streets, and no citizen was allowed to 
pass from one block to another except 
by written permit from the chief of 
police. 
Mayor Schmitz issued the following 
proclamation, which the citizens were 
Instructed to observe: 
“Do not be afraid of famine. There 
will be an abundance of food supplied. 
Do not use any water except for drink­ 
ing and cooking purposes. Do not light 
any fires in houses, stores or fireplaces. 
Do not use any house closets under any 
circumstances, but dig earth closets in 
yards or vacant lots, using, lf possible, 
chloride of lime, smoke or other dis­ 
infectants. This is of the greatest im­ 
portance as the water supply is only 
sufficient for drinking and cooking. Do 
not allow auy garbage to remain on 
premises. 
Bury It and cover It imme­ 
diately, 
“Pestilence can only be avoided by 
complying with these regulations. 
“You are particularly required not 
to enter any business house or dwell­ 
ing except your own, aa you may be 
mistaken for one of the looters and 
shot on sight. 
Orders are not to ar­ 
rest. but shoot down anyone caught 
stealing.**

first day of partly organized effort 
at securing funds. The mayor’s com­ 
mittee of citizens announced a total 
subscription of $137,013. Of this sum 
$25,000 came 
anonymously 
from a

nounced that it had received $343,323, 
Including a gift of $100,000 from An 
drew Carnegie. 
William Waldorf As

In some places there was a 
disposition to overrun the guards.
